Our country has m o le beef than ever before in its 
history'. But because of governm ental restrictions and red tape, 
ho pel essly entangled, cattle continue to pile up on the western 
plains while meatless days .ne increasing. 
lf the law of supply and d e m a n d were put Into effect, river 
the horrified protests of W ashington s long haired dreamers, 
certainly in a matter of a few cloys, great supplies of meat would 
start m o v ing and th** haunting picture of em pty butcher shelves 
promptly remedied. 
Inflationary prices, according t«» men w h o really know eco 
nomic conditions, spring horn shortages, 
lf they are correct the 
price of beef, based on supply and clem.md, would not be un 
reasonable because we have a surplus, not a shortage, of cattle 
in the United States.

But we know without reservation that our armed 
forces are receiving thousands of tons of thic k steaks, juicy ribs 
of beef, tender hamburgers anti beef in many forms. Because of 
the shocking inefficiency of bureau* ratio Washington, meat for 
h o m e consum ption is still on the roof, happily lo am in g the sage 
brush and mesquite country. 
I here is som ething tragic.illy wrong with a governm ent sys 
tem that permits such an economic travesty. 
I here are millions 
of citizens, many cif them iron wotkers, shipbuilders, carpenters 
and laborers in all fields, w h o have not tasted beef in w ee ks, 
yes months.

There is not enough to supply the 
whole world, but there is more than plenty 


for every American mouth. 


Yet there are millions of citizens, tens of 
millions of our citizens, who have not 
tasted beef in weeks, yes, months. 
I here 
are tens of millions of them who have be­ 
come law violators because of their par­ 
ticipation in black market racketeering, 
either as purchasers or sellers of beef. 
I be 
black truth is that prohibition in its p lim­ 
iest days never involved as many violators 
and bootleggers as has the black market 


on beef right at this moment. 


Leading cattle men who have been study­ 
ing the situation declare that the < 'in­ 
fusion in governmental agencies lias been 
such that even the men in the Army and 
the Navy have not had their quotas of beef 


in certain months. 


The city of Amarillo is fortunately situ­ 
ated. Located in the heart of one of the 
most fertile and most productive agricul­ 
tural areas in the country, there has been 
no shortage of food in our city or in tin 
Panhandle of I exas. A s a result of our 
location, not because of a better grade of 
citizenship. Amarillo probably has a mini­ 
mum of black market violations. 


But a Globe-News reporter visited an in­ 
dustrial city of I 50,000 in a southern state. 
A reliable man made this statement to 


him : 


“ All of our meat dealers in this city are 
violating the government law, 
There ire 
no exceptions. Some are not making any 
profit. They believe it is their duty to serve 
tlieir customers but they must disregard 


the price ceilings to break even. 


What price red tape!

deterioration of the morals of a people wl o 
must violate the law to obtain food! 


It is possible that the bulk of the beef i ow 


real bing our American tables bas the h'a« k 
market taint. 
Most 
of 
our cattle are 
touched somewhere by the black market 
profiteer from tile time they are hauled 
from the range until the meat is prepared 
for our tables. 
I here are hundreds of 
devious ways of violating the law. 
I hou- 
sands of our business men have been fore eel 


to become lawbreakers. 


Certainly, if all the restrictions weie re­ 


m oved, no flight of imagination^ san vis­ 
ualize bee! selling as high as tilt' price now' 
being paid by those who are w liking and 
signaling at the store keepers and restau­ 


rant owners in patronizing the black mar­ 
kets. 
Certainly 
the 
average price the 
American people are now pay ng, through 
both the legitimate and black market out­ 
lets, is as high or higher than if our supply 
of beef were permitted to respond to the 
law of supply and demand. 


What is our concern in Amarillo which is 
the Beef Bowl City of the United States? 
If the present Alice-in-Wonderiand restric­ 
tions are continued, they spell widespread 
bankruptcies for the cow industry to be 
followed by an eatable beef 
amine that 
may rock the nation, 
I his is the sober 
opinion of the best minds now engaged in 


producing beef. 


( Cattlemen as a group do not vant higher 


prices for their cattle; they strongly oppose 
higher prices, because they do not want in­ 
flation. 
I hey know that point rationing 
can control the demand and that they can 


provide the supply. 
I hey believe that lift­ 


ing of all regulations except point ration­ 
ing would actually lower the price of beef. 
I he price would most certainly lie lower 
than that charged by the black ma rkct 


bootlegger,

If the law of supply and demand were put 
into effect, certainly in a matter of a few 
days, great supplies of meat would start 
moving. 
I he licensed but* hers and pat k- 
ers ruid wholesalers and retailers would 
resume full operations.

as soon as the animals could be fattened, 
to maintain the health of every American 
family.

Economists inform us inflationary prices 
spring from shortages. Ii they are correct 
the prier* of beef based on supply and de­ 
mand, would not be unreasonable, in all 
human probability, localise we have ti 
surplus, not a shortage, of cattle in lh*

'I here arc experts in Washington who are 
trying lo force the soy bran upon the 
American people.

propaganda that there is a larger percent 
age of proteins and nourishment in soy 
beans than in beef steak. Regardless, the 
American people were brought up on 
thick steaks, juicy ribs of beef, tender 
hamburgers, and beef in many forms. 
Beef has helped to make the American 
people great. But God spare the day when 
our standard of living or system of pro­ 
duction is such that we will serve our « hil- 
dren and ourselves synthetic filets mignon 
and T-bones made of soy In*,ins or yeast. 
Hie cowmen of tile Southwest and the 
West are raising more cattle. I hey can in­ 
crease this production further. Every cloy 
there is more meat on our ranches, 
Every 
day black market prices are higher I very 
day more legitimate business men are tie­ 
ing forced out of business and the con 
scientious law observers are rating iris
